At the continued failure on tho liarC 
of the government to effect an Im- 
provement in tho milk Bltuatlon, 
farmers are becoming dally mora 
restless and dtaaatlsfled. Great In- 
terest Is being sbwn In the annual 
convention of the National Cooper^ 
tlve Milk Producers' federation, repre- 
senting 360,000 dairy farmers of thd 
nation, held In Chicago this week. 

Charles W. Holman, secretary ot 
the federation, declared that thai 
federation stands for the right of the 
government to define any area oC 
enultahle distribution of milk, wlthla 
which all prices to farmers and to 
consumers should be on a unlfona 
basis. 

More Battle Threatened 
I Delegates at the federation Indlcat- 
I ed that outbreaks of milk Tvarfar* 
were being threatened In aevoral 
metroplltan milk sheds over the de- 
lays of the AAA In enforcing aBree- 
ments and In approving those already 
before it. IThus far 147 trade ogree- 
menta have been submitted to the 
AAA, Holmnn declared, of which 125 
apply to milk and cream. Only 7 
agreements have so far been . ap- 
proved by Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace. 

Don N. Geyer, secretary of tbd 
Pure Milk aaaoclatlon, representln* 
17,000 dairy farmers supplying thfll 
Chicago area, addressed the Conven- 
tion Tuesday and spoke over station 
WLS. 

Threat to Bolt Program 
"Within the next few days." ho de- 
clored. "We will either see some 
algns or action and ability out ot the 
AAA In Washington or the organized 
dairy farmers will turn their hacks 
on the government program and lake 
the only means left~to„ bring, back 
buylngpower In the country." 

"We were selling milk. in a cooper- 
ative manner here long before the 
AAA came along, and If we need to 
we can do 'so again," Geyer aald. "It 
looks like we will have* to show them 
we were In earneat when we talked 
nbout strlkea and that sort of thing." 
Try to Chart a New Course 
Geyer pointed out that lawyers for 
tho Chicago milk dealers and the Pure 
Milk Association had been working 
with government officials for five 
months to "chart a new course" in 
the governmental attempt to Improve 
farm Income by stabilizing market 
areas. So far. he said, the milk com- 
panies have been holding bock In ap- 
proving a new amendment to the milk 
agreement which would boost retail 
prices of milk and cream, and pass 
the entire increase back to farmers in 
the form of higher prices. 

"Now the government comes along 
with a plan to tax all milk and milk 
products with a processing tax to get 
the funds to buy butter and turn It 
over to relief families," Geyer added 
"We are paying a state sales tax that 
costs the local Industry $75,000 a 
month. There Is a limit to the taxes 
dairy farmers will aland, and I am 
aervlng notice on Relief Admlnlstra.

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STUDY THE FIRE DEPARTMENT . 

During Fire Prevention Week the American public 

is instructed concerninj; the hazards of fire, and means 

of preventing them. There is another phase of the fire 

problem which should be studied at the same time — 

' fire control and extinguishing. 

It*5 better to prevent a fire than to put one out. 
But wc will never reach a hundred per cent success in 
doing that. The magnitude of our annual fire loss is 
due largely to our own failure to prepare to fight fire. 
Departments arc undermanned* poorly trained, and often 
work with insufficient or inferior apparatus. Such 
conditions cost us millions a year. They are reflected in 
fire insurance costs, in taxes, in business conditions, in 
community development. Every fire, no matter how 
small, is the, enemy of progress; every fire represents a 
burden on every citizen of the community.

Find out 
the difference between standard and non-standard ap- 
paratus — between engines that can be trusted to work 
efficiently all the time, under the most adverse condi- 
tions and those which may fail.

From Local Welfare 

"Not another winter like the last!" That was 
Mr. Roosevelt's pledge when he came to olTicc. The 
N. R. A., the N. L R. A., the A. A. A., and the rest. 



to give them the initials by which they are now usually 
known, were brought into being for that purpose; 
The President himself has said: that they all represent 
emergency, as distinct from long-vicw m»sures. and 
the theory is that they will be discarded when emer- 
gency passes. 

The N. R, A. has done some excellent things, .and 
it has made good headway. But it hasn*t done all that 
was hoped. Men have been put back to work — buc 
not nearly so many as was anticipated. Vfages have 
been upped in most industries — but it*s obvious that 
many units within' those industries aren't going to be 
able to pay them unless credit strings are loosened. 
The problem is not only to make further gains against 
depression, but to hold unimpaired the gains chat have 
already been made. 

The way the wind is blowing is indicated by the 
latest Presidential announcement — he is planning a 
great federal no-profit corporation to buy essential sup- 
plies and distribute them to the needy during the win- 
ter. It has been the hope that direct relief of this sort 
would not be necessary, but as matters have developed 
it appears necessary if the bitter experience of last win- 
ter is to be avoided. ■ ^,. 

That's why inflation talk has bobbed into the 
headlines again. Many observers, including some who 
have qualified as experts, believe that if the recovery 
drive is to be continued on present lines, inflation is 
unavoidable. Senator Thomas, Senate Number 1 infla- 
tionist, has been threatening a march of 100,000 men 
on Washington unless the printing presses in the Treas- 
ury building begin humming. Senator Pittman of Ne- 
vada, whose principal mission in life is to get benefits 
for silver, wants inflation through the free silver route. 
Farm groups have been hot on the trail of Secetar}' 
>X^allace. because he said that inflation wouldn't be a 
farmers* cure-all. 

In the face of all this. Mr. Roosevelt has kept his 
head, his humor and his sense of balance unimpaired. 
He has learned how to say "No" with polite dcfinite- 
ness, and he is a master of evasion when that seems the 
soundest course. He doesn't want currency inflation, 
and he will accept it only when everything else has 
been tried and failed. His solution is of an entirely 
different kind — credit inflation. There is no especial 
lack in the counto' of money — the problem is how to 
get it out of hiding and put it to work. If chat can 
be done, he believes, it will be found that currency in- 
flation is unnecessary. The Federal Reserve and the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation will be his princi- 
pal tools at first. On latest report, the President was 
preparing to have the latter buy the prcfercd stock of

provide additional purchasing power. 

Intimatcjy assocated with inflation and recovery, 
is the question of the dollar. A while ago the man- 
aged dollar was news. In the near future there is go- 
ing to be a lot of talk about the compensated dollar, 
the creation of George F. W'arrcn. a Cornell professor, 
who was given the job of studying dollar devaluation 
and stabilization by the President. The compensated 
do lar would. like the familiar one, be redeemable in 
gold, buc with this basic difference— the amount of 
gold it was worth would not be fixed, but would vary 
with the wholesale commodity price level. As Pro- 
fessor Warren said. "This proposal would give the dol- 
lar a fixed value and a rubber weight." The dollar we 
know is all gold— liis dollar is what he thinks to be ju- 
dicious blending of the fixed ind the pliable.

Springfield, Oct 12— With editors 
In all parts of the state condemning 
aovernor Horner's political attack on 
H. L. Williamson, for 11 years state 
superintendent of printing, tho.atate 
ndmlnlBtratlon Is ^'reaping a reward 
of criticism which it wishes could be 
squelched. 

Gov. Horner made formal demand 
on Williamson for 1392,042.15, alleg- 
ing he misspent that amount during 
his tenure of office. Williamson Im- 
mediately made public denial,* asked 
the governor to hurry .'a lawsuit— 
"the Booner the better"— and an 
nounced his Intention to 'fllo a con 
splracy Butt "against Gov. Homer 
and several state employes who have 
misadvised him." 

The wide-flpread noh-partlsan criti- 
cism of Gov. Homer's tactics Is said 
to have added Impetus to his unpop- 
ularity resulting from the sales tax, 
among other things. Furthermore, 
downfltate Democratic editors are 
chaffing at not getting the state print- 
ing promised them by Gov. Homer 
in a meeting of .the Democratic Edi-| 
torlal Association called In Spring- 
fleld shortly after the -new adminis- 
tration took office. 

Bdltor Paul R. Ooddard, of the 
Washington Reporter, said in an edi- 
torial on the governor*8 attack: 

"It looks aa If this was a lot of 
political bunk to try and discredit 
the former Republican administra- 
tions. The editor of the Reporter 
resents this, kind of dirty politics.
